PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a mat 
switch that confirms the health life life of aged 
person, who needs care and that will not be 
activated by the step on pressure of a dog or a cat. 
SOLUTION: In the mat switch device, two electrode 
wires which are activated by contacting are wired in 
parallel at an interval wider than the length of the 
sole of a foot of a pet, such as a dog or a cat on the 
bottom side inside the flat space of a mat. Many 
conducting wires, which have a length of riding over 
the two electrode wires, are installed crossing each 
other on the upper side in the f lat space similar to 
an interval wider than the length of the sole of the 
pet, such as a dog or a cat. Only when the 
conducting wires is descended and makes contact 
the two electrode wires by the step on pressure on 
the top of the mat, will the mat switch be activated. 
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
